New Delhi, the 12th March, 2007 

S.0,394 (E),—Whereas the Central Government, 
in consultation with the Bureau of Energy Efficiency, having 
regard to the intensity or quantity of energy consumed 
and the amount of investment required for switching over 
to energy efficient equipment and capacity of industry to 
invest in it and availability of the energy efficient 
machinery and equipment required by the industry, is 
satisfied that some user or class of users of energy may be 
specified as designated consumer; 

And whereas, the Schedule to the Energy 
conservation Act, 2001 (52 of2001), specifies certain energy 
Intensive Industries and other establishments as 
designated consumers; 

And whereas, the Central Government considers 
it necessary to provide that only those energy intensive 
industries and other establishments having annual energy 
Consumption as indicated against each industry or 
establishment by the Central Government from time to time, 
shall be notified as designated consumers; 


Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by the clauses (e) and (f) of Section 14 of the Energy 
Conservation Act, 2001 (herein referred to as the said Act), 
the Central Government, in consulation with the Bureau of 
Energy Efficiency, hereby alters the list of Energy Intensive 
Industries and other establishments specified in the 
Schedule to the said Act, namely:— 

1. Thermal Power Stations-30,000 metric tonne 
of oil equivalent (MTOE) per year and above 

2. Fertilizer-30,000 metric tonne of oil equivalent, 
(MTOE) per year and above 

3. Cement-30,000 metric tonne of oil equivalent 
(MTOE) per year and above 

4. Iron and Steel-30,000 metric tonne of oil 
equivalent (MTOE) per year and above 

5. Chlor-Alkali-12,000 metric tonne of oil 
equivalent (MTOE) per year and above . 

6. Aluminium-7,500metric tonne of oil equivalent 
(MTOE) per year and above' 

7. Railways—
